LIV.—Tne SIBYLLINE Books AND Hystaspes. 


Origen ‘and St. Clement frequently appeal to the books 
of the Sibyl. Celsus makes the heresies that spring up in the 
Church a ground of reproach to it, and shews, in doing so, 
the hold these Sibylline predictions had taken of Christians, 
as predicting the coming of Christ, at that early date; for 
he makes one of those heresies to be the Sibyllists. 
(“ Against Celsus," v. 61.) St, Clement of Alexandria shews 


from the ‘book called “The Preaching of Peter,” 
that God did not leave the Greeks without a 
testimony. “Since that, as God wished to save the 


Jews, giving them the prophets, so raising up native 
prophets in their own tongue, He distinguished the most 
excellent of the Greeks from the vulgar herd of men. In 
addition to ‘The Preaching of Peter,’ the Apostle Paul will 
make this manifest when he says,‘ Take up also the books of 
the Greeks.’ (Cf. Titus i. 12.) Read the Sibyl : how she 
manifests the one God and the things that will be ; and 
taking up Hystaspes, read, and you will find far more 
effulgently and more exactly the Son of God described ; and 
how many kings will make array against Him, hating Him 
and those that bear His name, and those that believe in 
Him, and His stay and His presence.” (“ Stromata,” vi 5.) 
St. Justin appeals to the sayings of the Sibyl as “ foretelling 
clearly and -expressly the coming of the Saviour, 
our Lard Jesus Christ." (* Exhortation to the Greeks.”) 


LV.—THEOPHILUS. 


He is called by Eusebius the sixth Bishop of Antioch, to 
which see he succeeded in the eighth year of the reign of 
Marcus Aurelius, a.D. 168. He died A.D. 181 or 188. His 
three books “To Autolicus” remain. The rest of his 
works are lost. In these, quotations occur from the 
Gospels, and from St. Paul. 

In ii. 22, speaking of the voice that Adam heard in the 
garden, he asks ** And what else is this voice but the Word 
of God, who is also His Son? Whence the holy writings, 
and all those bearing the Spirit teach us; among whom 
John says : * In the beginning was the Word and the Word 
was with God.’ ”

LVI.—ATHENAGORUS. 


He wrote two works: “ The Embassy,” commonly called 
his ‘ Apology,” and a work on the Resurrection. The 
former he presented to the Emperors Commodus and 
Aurelius, about the year A.D. 177. Though no mention is 
made of these by Eusebius or St. Jerome, their authenticity 
is generally guaranteed by criticism. St. Epiphanius is 
the first who speaks of the Apology of Athenagorus. 

In * The Embassy " (ch. xii.) he quotesa passage found 
in St. Matthew's and St. Luke's Gospels. Contrasting the 
Christians with the pagans, he speaks of the former as 
* men reckoning the present life as worthy of small account, 
and passing through it concerned with this alone, to know 
Him who is truly God, and the Word that proceeds from 
Him ; knowing also that a far better life than can he ex- 
pressed in speech is to be expected ; lovers of men to that 
degree as not only to love their friends ; ‘For if you love,’ 
He says, ‘your friends, and lend to them that lend to you, 
what reward shall you have 1' " (Mat. v.46 ; Luke vi. 32, 34.) 


LVII.—Sr. GREGORY THAUMATURGUS. 


Theodoras was his name in early life. He was an 
illustrious scholar of Origen's, in whose praise, at parting, he 
delivered, to a large concourse, an oration which is still 
extant. He became Bishop of Cesarea, in Pontus, about 
A.D. 240, and lived till about A.D. 270. Shortly before his 
death he attended the Council at Antioch against Paul of 
Samosata, who denied the Divinity of Christ. Of his 
letters only one remains, styled his Canonical Epistle. 
‘During his episcopate the Gethi and Borades made an 
incursion into Pontus and the neighbouring provinces. In 
the confusion various scandals occurred, which called for the 
zeal of the saintly pastor. In ten distinct canons he points 
out what things were to be repaired and how. Among others, 
the faithful were accused of having eaten the meats offered 
them by the barbarians. St. Gregory disposes of this in 
the first canon, which begins :— 

“Tt is not the meats that trouble us, O holy Father, if 
the oaptives have eaten what those placed before them who 
had become their masters; and, above all, since the one 
account with all is that those who have overrun these our 
regions do not worship idols. Now the Apostle says: 
‘Meats for the belly, and the belly for the meats, but God 
shall destroy both it and them.’ (1 Cor. vi. 13.) But the 
Saviour also purifying these meats: ‘Not that which 


entereth in defileth the man,’ He says, ‘but that which goeth 
out.’” (Matt. xv. 11.)

Eusebius classes this writer, whose name has not sur- 
vived among those of the times of St. Irenzus, at the close 
of the second century. Refuting the heresy which pro- 
nounced Christ a mere man, the following fragment 
preserved in Eusebius (Ec. Hist. v. 28) proceeds :—For, 
they say, ‘that all those of former times, and the Apostles’ 
themselves, received and taught these things which they 
now assert, and that the truth of the Gospel proclama- 
tion was preserved until the times of Victor, who was the 
thirteenth Bishop of Rome from Peter; but that by 
Zephyrinas, his successor, the truth was falsified.’ The 
writer rebuts this by quoting Justin Miltiades, Tatian, 
and Clement, and then adds :—

Melito and the rest pronounce the Christ to be both God 
and man? And the many psalms and songs of the 
brethren, from the beginning, which have been written by 
the faithful, hymn the Christ, the Word of God, speaking 
of Him as God.

Christ, deported for punishment to the island of Pontia.” 

This is interesting, as showing into what high quarters | 
the faith had penetrated. Here it was in the very palace 
of the Cæsars, and amongst the highest officers of Rome 


itself, in the reign of Domitian (a.D. 81-89). When he} 


unsheathed the sword against it, he had to victimise his own 
nearest relatives. He banished his niece, Flavilla Domitilla, 
to the island of Pandeteria ; his little niece, another Flavia 
Domitilla, as Eusebius here tells us, to the island of Pontia, 


lxvii. 13). Yet he destined the two sons of this martyr, 
Flavius Clemens, to succeed himself in the empire, and gave 
them for instructor the celebrated Quintillian. Their names 
were Vespasian and Domitian. After the Emperor’s assassi- 
nation, they were set aside by the Senate, perhaps through 
fear or hatred of the Christian religion. Thus, before the 
close of the century which began with the birth of Christ, 
Christianity was within a single step of mounting the 
Imperial throne, and it preserves on the rollofits martyrsand 
confessors at that early date several illustrious members of 
the family of the last of the twelve Cæsars.

Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across tbe paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meantng of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
porer moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
he given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also m on personal and 
other topics. Address the ‘‘ power," or “force,” or '' intelligence"—whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes and earsopen. Above all, use your reason.

The hands are then placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if the 
inquirer is a sensitive, will, after a time, commence to move. An hour a-day 
should be devoted to the trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power arc perceptible, the investigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he was not a psychio, or rather that he was not 

of sufficient power as a sensitive to make it of any practicat value 
or strictly personal and private investigation. Failure to obi results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not improbable that succese 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer. In the event ofthe trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until tfluency of motion is attained, when the 
wer moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
iM given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the ‘‘ power," or ''force," or '' intelligence"— whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously,but keeping your eyes and earsopen. Above all, use your reason. 
Never for one moment surrender it.

given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the “ power,” or *'force," or '' intelligence"—whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as e would any stranger you met,listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes and earsopen. Above all, use your reason. 
Never for one moment surrender it.

The hands are th-n placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if the 
inquirer is a sensitive, will, after a time, commence to move An hour a-day 
should be devoted to the trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power sro perceptible, the investigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he was not a psychic, or rather that he was not 
yaseased of eufficleut power as a sensitive to make it of any practical value 
or strictly persoual and private investigation. Failure to obtain results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be teken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not improbable that succese 
would attend the etforts of the inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, ln many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at frst lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them.

power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not improbable that success 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is nseful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, owe d at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it a)l will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until flnency of motion ís attained, when the 
power moving the instrument may be questiuned. Often directions will then 

e given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the '' power,” or *'force," or “ intelüicence"— whatever you 
may prefer to call {t—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keepiug your eyes and earsopen. Above all, use your reason. 
Never for one moment surrender it.

Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 

wer moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
be given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the '' power," or “force,” or ‘‘ intelligence”—whatever you 
may preter vo call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeplog your eyes and earsopen. Above all, use your reason. 
Never for one moment surrender it.

In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind scenewhat favourable to success, viz, an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
pus moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 

e given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the '' power," or ‘‘force,” or ‘‘ inteltigeuce"—whatever you 
may preter to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met,listening 
courteously,but keeping your eyes and earsopen. Above all, use your reason. 
Never for ons moment surrender it.

or strictly personal and private investigation, Failure to obi results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exiat. With a protracted trial it is not improbable that succese 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer, In the event ofthe trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his d (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy. In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not troublo about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
wer moving the instrument may be questioned.

The Psyc! h is a small, heart-shaped pisce of wood, mounted on legs or 
castors at the widest part, while at tne poine is a hole for a pencil to be inserted. 
The hands are then placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if the 
inquirer is a sensitive, will, after a time, commence to move. An hour a-day 
should be devoted to the trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power are perceptible, the investigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he was not a psychic, or rather that he was not 

of sufficient power as a sensitive to make it of any practical value 
lor strictly personal aud private investigation. Failure to obtain results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not iwprobable that success 
would attend the efforts ofthe inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may he avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his id (right or left 
as preferred) on the little rument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to succeas, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
power moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
given how to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the '' power," or ‘‘force,” or '' inteliigence"—whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes ears open, Above all, use your reason. 
Never for oue moment surrender it.

Failure to obtain results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With n protracted trial ít is not improbable that succese 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amouut of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do nottrouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
pom moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the “ power,” or *'force," or ‘‘ iuteltigeuce"— whatever you 
may prefer to call {t—in the same way as you would any stranger you met,Hstening 
courteously, but keepiog your eyes and ears open, Above all, use your reason. 
Never for one moment aurren:ler it.

The Paychograph is a small, heart-shaped piece of wood, mounted on legs or 
castors at the widest part, while at the poinc is a hole for a pencil to be inserted. 
The hands are then placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if the 
inquirer is a sensitive, will, after à time, commence to move. An hour a-day 
should be devoted to the trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power are perceptible, theinvestigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he wasnot a psychic, or rather that he was not 
of sufficient power as a sensitive to make it of any practical value 
for strictly persoual aud private investigation.

The Psychograph is a small, heart-shaped piece of wood, mounted on legs or 
castors at the widest part, while at the poins is a hole for a pencil to be inserted. 
The hands are then placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if the 
inquirer is a sensitive, will, after a time, commence to move, An hour a-day 
should be devoted to the trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power aro perceptible, the investigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he was not a psychic, or rather that he was not 
jd of sufficient power as a sensitive to make it of any practical value 
or strictly personal and private investigation. Failure to obtain results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be tuken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With n protracted trial it is not improbable that succese 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy. In many inatances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
porer moving the instrument may be questioned. Often lirections will then 

given how best to fucilitate the manifestations : also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the '' power,” or ''force," or *' inteliigeuce"— whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as roe would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keepiug your eyes and ears open. Above all, use your reason.

in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
wer moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
be given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topicos. Address the '' power,” or ‘‘force,” or ‘‘ inteliigenoe"—whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes and ears open. Above all, use your reason.

Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
. in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
pur moving. MK instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
e given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the “ power," or *'force," or “ intelligence"—whatever you 
may preter to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keepiog your eyes and ears open. Above all, use your reason. 
Never for one moment surrender it.

The Psychograph is asmall, heart-shaped piece of wood, mounted on legs or 
castors at the widest part, while at tne point is a hole for a pencil to be inserted. 
The hands are then placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if the 
inquirer is a sensitive, will, after a time, commence to move. An hour a-day 
should be devoted to the trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power are perceptible, the investigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he was not a psychic, or rather that he was not 

of sufficient power as a sensitive to make it of any practical value 
or strictly personal and private investigation, Failure to obtain results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not improbable that success 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy. In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no parent 
meaning in them. Do nottrouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
wer moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on an 
other topics. Address the ‘‘ power,” or ‘‘force,” or “ intelligence”—whatever you 
may preter to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes and ears open.

Address the ‘ power," or “force,” or ‘‘ inteliigeuce"—whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes and ears open.

The hands are then placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if thc 
inquirer is a sensit've, will, after a time, commence to move, An hour a-day 
should be devoted to tha trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power are perceptible, the investigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he was not a psychic, or rather that he was not 
possessed of sufficient power as n sensitive to make it of any practical value 

or strictly personal and private investigation, Fallure to ob! results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not improbable that success 
would attend the efforts ofthe inquirer. In the event ofthe trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
power moving the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics. Address the “ power," or ‘‘force,” or ** intelligenoe"— whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes and ears open. Above all, use your reason 
Never for one moment surrender it.

In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
Move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them.

able ground for supposing that he wasnot a psychic, or rather that he was not 

sessed of sufüicient power as a sensitive to make it of any practical value 
br strictly personal and private investigation. Failure to obtain results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not improbable that success 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided if the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, ia useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across tbe paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
power moring the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 

given how best to facilitate the manifestations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics . Address the '* power,” or ‘‘force,” or “‘ intelligeunce"— whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keeping your eyes and ears open. Above all, use your reason, 
Never forone moment surrender it.

Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz., an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many inatances the Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble about that; the meaning of it all will appear 
in good time. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion is attained, when the 
wer moning the instrument may be questioned. Often directions will then 
given how to facilitate the manifestations ; also measages on personal and 
other topics .Address the '' power," or ''force," or ‘‘ intelligence"— whatever you 
may prefer to call it—in the same way as you would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously,but keeping your eyes and ears open. Above all, use your reason 
Never for oue moment surrender it.

The Psych h is a small, heart-shaped piece of wood, mounted on legs or 
castors at the widest part, while at the paine is a hole for a pencil to be inserted. 
The hands are then placed on the top of the little instrument, which, if the 
inquirer is a sensit've, will, after a time, commence to move. An hour a-day 
should be devoted to the trial for, say a month, at the end of which period, if no 
indications of external power are perceptible, the investigator would have reason- 
able ground for supposing that he was not a psychic, or rather that he was not 
aeger of sufücient power as a sensitive to make tt of any practical value 

or strictly personal and private iuvestigation. Failure to obtain results in 
the time mentioned could not, however, be taken as absolute evidence that the 
power did not exist. With a protracted trial it is not im le that success 
would attend the efforts of the inquirer. In the event of the trial being made 
with the Planchette, a considerable amount of weariness may be avoided tf the 
inquirer peruses a book or paper while he is sitting with his hand (right or left 
as preferred) on the little instrument in question. Such a course, too, is useful 
in producing a frame of mind somewhat favourable to success, viz, an attitude 
of unexpectancy, In many instances tbe Psychograph will after a time begin to 
move across the paper, tracing at first lines and strokes with no apparent 
meaning in them. Do not trouble aboat that; the meauing of it all willapnear 
in good tine. Do not interrupt until fluency of motion 1s attained, when the 
wer moving the instrament may be questioned. Often directions will then 
given how best to facilitate the mauifeatations ; also messages on personal and 
other topics . Address the *' power," or *'force," or ‘‘ intelligence"—whatever you 
may prerer to call it—in the same way as des would any stranger you met, listening 
courteously, but keepiug yohr eyes aud cars open. Above all, use your reason, 
Never for one moment surrender it.
